Fifty Years 4; SH! olong ine

FIFTY YEARS is a long time for anything, whether it is a school, a marriage, a busi- 
ness, a church, a college, or a life. In this length of time there are many changes. Central 
really began in 1904 when the present high school was built and was moved from East 
Wayne Street, where the Paramount Theater now stands, to the present location, corner of 
Barr and Lewis Streets. 


There have been many changes since then—changes in costs, in studies, in teaching 
personnel, in pupil enrollment, and changes in pupil interests and activity. 


Central was called the Fort Wayne High and Manual Training School from 1904 until 
1922. At that time South Side was built and since it was necessary for each school to have 
a name, Central was chosen for the downtown school and South Side for the new high school. 
That proved a good selection, for when North Side was built in 1927, it was logical to call 
that school North Side. 


Central had 480 pupils in 1904 and 17 teachers. In 1922 when South Side was built, 
Central had 2300 pupils and 75 teachers. That left 1200 still there. It built up again to 
over 2008 before North Side was built. All this time the one present building facing on Barr 
Street housed all that number. 


A shop building was erected just west of the alley about 1923 to accommodate the 
shop work moved from the old Franklin School. Some classroom work was done in the 
Old Hamilton Homestead west of the present building, where Superintendent Justin N. 
Study had his offices. The present girls gymnasium was built and later, in 1930, the boys 
gymnasium was built and dedicated December 1, 1930. Both these gymnasiums were built 
primarily for regular gym work and never were satisfactory for the playing of inter-school 
games, as they would not hold the crowds that came to the games. 


In 1936 all the woodworking shops were moved across Clinton Street into the Old 
Craig Building. In 1938 the shop building on the west and the Hamilton Homestead were 
razed and the now modern building was added, housing the music rooms for the choir, the 
orchestra and band, and practice rooms, as well as the Lewis Activities Room, the cafeteria 
seating over 500 pupils, classrooms, and modern shops—electricity, welding, auto, machine, 
mechanical drawing and design, and airplane. 


The music rooms provided facilities for much development in choral and instrumental 
work, and our bands and orchestras and our choirs and special music groups have been 
giving requested programs in the churches, schools, community gatherings, and music festivals 
and games. Many of our young high school graduates are now out in communities with 
bands of their own, directing music in other schools, singing or playing in prominent 
orchestras and in church and community choirs. 


I remember when Central was the only high school in Fort Wayne. Then there was 
only the classical course with everyone having to take two years of foreign language, one 
year algebra, and one year geometry. That was a logical requirement, as those who came to 
high school then chose to come. 


With the passage of Indiana law compelling all pupils under 16 years to attend school, 
there needed to be courses suitable for this heavy influx of pupils with varied interests and 
abilities. So the commercial courses, the art courses, and the shop and vocational courses, the 
home economics courses of dress design, foods, and such were all added. 


An up-to-date library was included containing 8,000 volumes. A counseling and guidance 


department was inaugurated and a night high school begun where adults may complete 
their high school diploma or take work to enhance their training and efficiency in the in- 


dustries or businesses in the city. Also citizenship classes are held for those who want to 
learn to speak and write English and prepare to become citizens of the United States. 


So much about the courses; now what about the personnel? In the 50 years of Central’s 
history the school has had six principals. Mr. Chester T. Lane was principal from 1879 to 
1915, having followed over from the building on East Wayne Street. Mr. Louis C. Ward 
was principal from 1915 to 1920, when he was elected superintendent of schools. Mr. 
Herbert Voorhees was principal from December, 1920 to June, 1921. In June, 1921 Mr. 
Fred H. Croninger was then appointed principal until he retired in 1948—26 years in that 
position. Mr. J. Wilbur Haley was appointed in 1948 and served until 1954. Mr. Paul 
Spuller is now principal. 


The records show that there were eight principals from 1863 to 1879, when Mr. Lane 
was appointed. 


The teaching force when the school started in its present location in 1904 was 17 and 
pupil enrollment, 480. Number of graduates that year was 28. By 1914 there were 896 
pupils, 36 teachers, and 117 graduates. This year there are about 1600 pupils and 275 
graduates. In 1927 when North Side was built, Central had 82 teachers; a few of those are 
still here. Others are at South Side and North Side. Many of those 82 are now retired. 
I am one of them. 


Extra-curricular activities as now known had very little part in a high school before 
1904, and not much part until several years later. Besides that, whatever there was of music 
and art and cooking and dramatics and speech was club work. Now these are a regular part 
of the high school course of study with full credit. . 


Publications of the Spotlight and the Caldron, the weekly newspaper and the school’s 
annual, furnish many pupils with journalism and photography experience that has led many 
boys and girls into this kind of work as life employment. 


Athletics has reached a high level here in Indiana and has encouraged the building of 
many new gymnasiums which were needed anyway for regular physical training and health 
work. High school games furnish an opportunity for morale building no other activity can 
produce. 


Central won the Indiana High School Athletic Association basketball state tournament 
in 1943. The ball used in that tourney we brought back, and it was auctioned off one after- 
noon in the boys gym, for $750,000 in victory bonds to the Lincoln National Bank. They 
donated the ball to Central, and it is now in one of the trophy cases on the second floor of 
the 1904 building. Central won the Indiana State High School track meet in 1944 with four 
boys—Bienz, Mugg, Eshcoff, and Ramsey. They won it from schools with teams from 
15 to 20 boys each. Bienz is now a teacher at Central. In fact, Fort Wayne almost dom- 
inated that meet. First North Side was ahead, then Central, then South Side, then Central, 
then North Side again, and finally Central won with those five boys. South Side was second, 
North Side, fourth. 


Any school is known largely by its product, the graduates. Central’s being Fort Wayne’s 
first and only high school until 1922 means she can boast of a great many prominent men 
and women in business, industry and the professions. 


Neither will we ever forget the hundreds of boys and girls who were in World War I 
and World War II. Seventy-two in World War II never returned. 


While graduates are the real product and measure of the school, there is another 
element even greater—the Spirit of Central. This is something rather indefinable but 
something glorious in victory and proud and dignified in defeat. It is something that Time 
does not erase but only makes the stronger.
